Some ideas on how to 
run a Youth For Christ 
Rally Program... 
Hints for Ushering 
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PROGRAM 

Programming for Youth for Christ rallies 
is a study in itself. It should be dealt with 
carefully and prayerfully. Too little, too much 
or the wrong kind of program can kill any 
rally. It will either be of great assistance or 
a detriment. The entire rally should build 
toward the invitation. A program skillfully 
planned paves the way for the speaker. A 
program and message should work into each 
other. The program is not just so many “pre- 
liminaries” which have to be dealt with before 
the sermon. Programs have a definite part to 
perform in conditioning the audience for the 
message. Your entire rally is a unit consisting 
of program, message, and invitation. 


PLATFORM DEPORTMENT 

Though often overlooked, platform deport- 
ment is important. Chairs should be placed on 
the platform ahead of time for the number 
of people to be on the program. Be careful 
not to have too many, for empty chairs are 
discouraging. Those taking part should be 
seated on the platform throughout the rally. 
If the rally begins at 7:30 those taking part 
should march onto the platform at the exact 
time. Most of the audience will appreciate 
punctuality. It is well to have the same open- 
ing each week, such as the national anthem, 
a chorus, and a prayer. In such cases, it is 
well to have those taking part march in during 
the anthem, -not taking their. seats until the 
theme is finished and the emcee is hl to 
a 


Personal appearance always is important. 
Moderation in keeping with the “rally type” 
of service is a good rule. A well-pressed busi- 
ness suit is preferable for the men. 

Those on the platform should show interest 
in what is going on. If those on the platform 
act interested, the audience will decide it is 
well to pay attention. Talking and passing 
notes is abhorred by the average audience. 

If those on the platform will place some- 
thing in the offering plate when it is passed, 
the example is likely to bring a similar reac- 
tion from those out front. 

MUSIC 

It takes good music to make a.good rally. 
The world offers its wares in the most at- 
tractive way. We should do no less than equal 
the best. Do the old thing in a new way. Name 
your trios, quartets, and other musical groups. 
They should be on the platform and ready to 
begin when announced. No time should be lost 
in coming up from the audience, hunting 
through a book for the page, or adjusting the 
music rack. Urge your singers to smile. A 
singer who smiles and has only average ability 
will be better received than the best color- 
atura soprano struggling beneath her scowling 
or expressionless face to reach the beautiful 
high tones of which her well developed voice 
is capable. Two verses are generally enough. 
If it is not good, you are glad it is over and 
if it is good, it will leave the people wanting 
more. 


It is best that your musicians memorize 
their numbers. It may be difficult for them 
at first, but memory is something that is de- 
veloped by use. The benefits of memorized 
numbers are obvious. It calls for more prep- 
aration. More attention is given the audience 
during the number and more feeling can be 
had. At least insist that the number be well in 
hand so that no heads are buried in the book. 

All talent should be of a spiritual caliber. 
God will not bless unsaved talent. Also, per- 
formers are too many times looked upon as 
heroes by many youngsters. 

Some tend to criticize Youth for Christ be- 
cause music in a lighter vein is used. Some 
light music is needed. Peppy choruses are 
often found a benefit in loosening a stiff con- 
gregation. On the other hand it is well to 
familiarize our young people with the old 
evangelistic hymns of the church. Many rallies 
use old hymns for the bulk of their congre- 
gational singing. 

SONGLEADER 

It is well to use the same song leader each 
time, when possible. A good song leader will 
have had proper training in directing music. 
Lots of enthusiasm and a contagious smile goes 
a long way toward good singing. It is best for 
the song leaders to use songs with which he is 
familiar. Above all, the best rule is—BE 
NATURAL. 

The song leader is not to preach. There will 
be a time later in the program for that. 


TESTIMONIES | 

Testimonies are always deeply appreciated 
in any Youth for Christ program. They were 
used both in 1945 and in 1946 in the Soldier 
Field Memorial Day rally in Chicago. Ask 
them to be brief and scriptural. If possible | 
tell the audience their name, school, church, 
and any interesting facts you may know about 
each one. 

In some rallies testimonies are mixed with 
interviews. In Toronto, Canada, the director 
interviews at random people from the 
audience. This takes a fast-thinking director 
who is not at a loss for words. These inter- 
views, which are carried on with a hand 
mike from the audience or from the platform, - 
are very desirable where well chosen ques- 
tions are used. In the course of the interview, 
a testimony is brought from the one inter- . 
viewed. Usually a souvenir gift is given to 
each participant. 

Bible quizzes with inexpensive Needs 
prove very interesting. Such a, quiz challenges 
the whole audience. Do not make the ques- 
tions too difficult, for the average audience is 
poorly schooled in the Bible. 

SPEAKER 

Much of the success of the rally depends 
on the speaker. He must be God’s man. Out- 
standing citizens or government officials do 
not make good YFC speakers unless blessed 
of God. The speaker must be able to speak. 
Many good men are not good speakers. Many 
good pastors are not good YFC speakers. It 


takes a straight-from-the-shoulder gospel mes- 
sage by a man filled with the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Lecturing and teaching have their 
places but not in an effort to bring young peo- 
ple to a decision for Christ. 

How to secure the best speakers is always 
a problem, even in large centers, and is in- 
creasingly harder the farther you go from 
the cities. This difficulty, howéver, is no cause 
for discouragement. God knows your need. 
Pray that God will help you in squeal the 
right man. 

After your speaker i is engaged, it is always 
well to write him instructions. One YFC di- 
rector has a mimeographed letter which he. 
sends to all future speakers well in advance. 
It so well meets the need that a copy is Stay 
here. 

One last word before that letter. Give your. 
speaker a service all set for his message. Have 
no break between the last number and the 
message. There should be no moving around 
on the platform during the message. Photop- 
raphers should be instructed not to interrupt 
the message with flash shots. In short, this is 
the last step before taking the invitation. 
Let nothing interfere. Prayerfully commit the 
message and the messenger into God’s will. 


INSTRUCTION SHEET FOR 


SPEAKERS AT YFC 
TOWARD A BETTER UNDERSTAND- 
ING ... Please forgive us if we seem dog- 


matic or bossy, but we’ve found that most 


speakers want to know “what the score is.” 

We've tried to state it here, concisely and 

without frills. 

May God bring you to us in the fulness of 
the Holy Spirit . . . anointed with fresh oil! 
1. Be on time—7:00 for prayer meeting. 

2. Begin your message promptly without too 
much “ice-breaking.” 

3. We have found a message of 25 minutes 
most effective. This, in view of the fact 
that Youth for Christ is not a church 
service but a different type of approach 
altogether. 

4. You may conduct your own invitation or 
turn back to the director to conduct 
same. At any rate, turn it over to the di- 
rector before dismissing the audience. 

5. Dwell on the positive aspects of salva- 
tion and consecration, and leave doctrinal 
hobbies strictly alone. We cannot alien- 
ate our Armenian brethren at the expense 
of the Calvinists, or vice versa; but we 
must preach the Gospel—pure, simple, 
clear, forceful, persuasive and let indoc- 
trination be the job of the local churches. 

6. State clearly in your message HOW to be 
saved. Many of the criticisms we receive 
from young people themselves grow out 
of the fact that the speaker preached a 
good sermon, without telling exactly how 
to be saved. Remember . . . do this on a 
Bible basis. Not just your opinion, but 
the Word of God is the thing that counts. 

7. Don’t criticize or poke fun at the local 





church or pastor. Youth for Christ is for 
the church and pastor—we pray that we 
may aid and supplement pastoral work... 
not compete with it! 

8. Send immediately a glossy photo of your- 
self, two or three news mats, news re- 
leases, etc. 

P.S. We will present you before the message 

to greet the audience and break the ice. In 

this way at message time you can immediately 
begin to preach. 


BIRD’S EYE VIEW OF THE PROGRAM 

It is well to drawn up a bird’s eye view of 
the program. This sketch makes for ease in 
planning. It will give you various pegs around 
which the whole program is built. For in- 
stance, use the testimonies, the offering, and 
the prayer as program pegs. Let the rest of 
the program fit into this general pattern. It is 
poor and uninteresting to have prayer, offer- 
ing and announcements together. Intersperse 
them with proper numbers, leading toward 
the invitation. 

Have the kind of program that you would 
enjoy if you were a teen-ager. Let it sparkle 
with life without being a show. Let it glow 
with the presence of the Holy Spirit without | 
being formal. Never allow anything to be on 
the program that bores, not even announce- 
ments and offerings. The announcements can 
be snappy and to the point. The offering, if 
rightly presented, should be a blessing and 
not a necessary evil. 


After the program is planned, make sure 
that everyone is properly prepared. Urge 
them to put their best into it, and then trust 
God to place His blessing on the human effort. 


USHERS 

A Youth for Christ rally without nabs 
is like a grocery store without clerks. Ushers 
have a very definite job to perform. The 
presence of ushers will raise the tone of your 
rally. It looks well to have someone present 
to greet the people as they come. Too, it will 
give many young people who otherwise would 
be idle an opportunity to be of. service in 
the rally. 3 

In order to be of the most benefit the ushers 
must be organized. The head usher generally 
should be man. He should have a good per- 
sonal appearance and be one who takes his 
job seriously. He must be dependable. Turn 
the whole matter over to him, for no director 
has time on the night of the rally to worry 
about the problems of a head usher. 

The head usher should appoint as many 
assistants as is necessary to care efficiently for 
each section of seats. Two assistants should be 
used if the section is large. It will be the re- 
sponsibility of these assistants to see that the 
seating problem in their section is handled 
smoothly. They will have charge of the dis- 
tribution of all programs and literature. 

Usherettes work under the direction of the 
assistants. These usherettes should be high 
school girls. If possible have them dress alike 


or at least wear blouses of the same color. 
They should be urged to smile and be pleas- 
ant at all times. Allow people to sit where they 
wish, but try to have the audience evenly dis- 
tributed across the auditorium, and as near 
the front as possible. 

On the night of the rally, the ushers should 
be present an hour before the starting time. 
The first fifteen minutes of this hour should 
be spent in the distribution of badges, bouton- 
nieres, song books, programs, and in prayer. 
This fifteen-minute meeting is governed by 
the head usher. Forty-five minutes before 
starting time, the head usher, the assistant, 
and all the usherettes should be in their 
places ready iv seat the people. 

Offering plates should be made ready by 
the assistants in each section. A plan should 
be devised to receive the offering quietly and 
quickly. Do not overlook any in the audience.. 
People may feel slighted or insulted if the of- 
fering plate is not passed to them. After the 
offering is received, usherettes should bring 
their plates to the assistants who in turn de- 
liver them to the head usher. 

In a large auditorium, the usherettes should 
stand during the invitation and help the di- 
rector in spotting lifted hands. They also 
should prayerfully assist in directing people 
to the altar or prayer room. 

An occasional dinner or luncheon spon- 
sored by the head usher will help to keep up 
morale for those who help to perform this’ 
very thankless service. |

! ORGANIZATION | 

The phenomenal success of the YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST movefnent has been one of the religious 
high spots of the past decade. Across the nation 
individual groups have sprung up. and in nearly: 
every instance have met with marked success in 
“sending forth the light of the Gospel on the 
world’s Saturday night.” YOUTH FOR CHRIST 
is a 20th century miracle with real possibilities 
for your own community. It appears to be a 
layman’s movement because the executive com- 
mittee (those who make and carry out the plans 
in the local organization) usually consists of a 
larger number of Christian laymen than pastors. 

Since YOUTH FOR CHRIST is a local affair, 

there is no set rule for organization. Probably 
simplicity should be stressed at the outset, lest 
an organization become so cumbersome as to be 
ineffectual. However, there are certain funda- 
mental principles that are important to keep in 
mind when establishing a successful YOUTH 
FOR CHRIST rally: - 

1. Its message is to the unreached youth. It 
is interdenominational ; solicit the coopera- 
tion of all churches. 

2. As far as possible your meeting place 
should be a neutral auditorium cther than 
a church, such as a high school auditorium, 
civic auditorium, or other neutral building 
—though sometimes a church must be used. 

3. REMEMBER . . . Spirituality can never 


be supplanted by organization. 





PLAN No. 1 


1. Consult by personal contact evéry minister 
in your area concerning his interest in the salva- 
tion of souls, and in backing the organization of 
such a movement. 


THE FIELD REPRESENTATIVE 

For the mutual benefit of all YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST rallies, the Executive Council of YFCI 
has recommended the use of full-time field rep- 
resentatives to help in organizing new rallies, in 
reviving old ones, and in speaking as the oppor- 
tunity affords itself. Contact YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST INTERNATIONAL, 130 North Wells 
Street, Chicago 6, Illinois or your regional office 
to receive the services of a field man. 

2. Call together at a common meeting place 
and time all interested ministers, with one or two 
desirable laymen or youth leaders from each 
church that is represented by its pastor. 

3. If possible, conduct an open discussion led 
by someone who has been active somewhere in 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST and understands the 
proper approach to the problems that are pre- 
sented. A successful YOUTH FOR CHRIST 
director nearby or your Regional Director or 
Field Representative representing YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST INTERNATIONAL may be obtained. 

4. Prayer before and during the discussion 
should make possible the selection of the proper 
youth leader. Let the organization be born in 
prayer. Made no decisions, choose no man, and 
cast no ballot until you have sought earnestly 
the leading of the Lord. Be sure to stress the 


need of choosing God’s man for the job—not 
necessarily the best liked person, nor the most 
influential but the one who can best do the job. 
Either a pastor or layman may be selected as di- 
rector. The choosing of leaders is variable in 
each locality. 

5. The Executive Committee should be com- 
posed of four to twelve men, depending upon the 
number of denominations participating and the 
size of the area. It is wise to have representation 
on the committee evenly distributed among in- 
terested and cooperating churches. 

6. At the onset it is usually best to have ofh- 
cers hold temporary office for three months. 
After three months, when individuals have be- 
come known and their ability revealed, you can 
organize more permanant Organize on a 
yearly basis. 

7. Decide on the dates and time of rallies— 
whether weekly, bi-weekly, or monthly. This 
will depend upon your locality. It is advisable 
to begin monthly rather than weekly for it is 
easier to increase than to decrease. A Saturday 
night is not necessary; some use Monday, or any 
other available night in the week. 

8. The Executive Committee should meet once 
a week, especially in the weeks of preparation 
for the first planned rally. These meetings 
should begin four to eight weeks prior to the 
initial rally. Prayer should at all times be the 
number-one requisite. 

9, Each member of the Executive Committee 
should be chairman of one of the following sub- 
committees: Program (assisting the director), 





Finance, Ushering, Accommodation (building 
and grounds), Counsellors (personal workers), 
Prayer, Transportation and Advertising. 

Advisory Committee. As soon as possible an 
Advisory Committee should be formed from the 
representatives of each church and other sympa- 
thetic Christian organizations. Monthly meet- 
ings of this committee will aid in every aspect 
of the work as it grows and finds new outlets for 
service. 

Youth Council. A real asset to YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST is presented by a Youth Council. Each 
church should send two youth representatives 
to such a council, which could meet once a month 
depending on the frequency of the rally. 


PLAN No. 2 


Many times the representative group (pastors 
and laymen) meets once a week for several weeks 
and eventually a temporary chairman is selected. 
This group—varyii z from six to twenty-five rep- 
resentatives according to the size of the city— 
forms the Advisory Committee. This may be 
temporary for perhaps three months, then for six 
months, and then ‘worked on a rally basis with 
an annual meeting and the appointment of the 
necessary officers—Chairman or President, Vice 
Chairman or Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
etc. Eventually a workable group will be formu- 
lated through the guidance of God, depending 
upon the size of the city. After a year or so the 
group can meet weekly or as often as they desire, 
inviting others—youth pastors, or laymen—to 
their meetings from time to time. If these show 


sufficient interest and burden for the work, they 
might be asked to remain at home one meeting 
while they are discussed and voted on as to be-. 
coming members of the committee.

FOR A WORKABLE RALLY 


. Avoid the choice, as much as possible, of 


any leaders for your local YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST who might, because of idiosyn- 
crasies of character or person, compromise 
and hinder the effectiveness of your group 
testimony. 

Avoid booking speakers who are known for 
harping on extreme doctrinal or theological 
beliefs; YOUTH FOR CHRIST messages 
should always be plain, simple presenta- 
tions of the way of salvation through the 
shed blood of Jesus Christ. 

Avoid debt! Do not step out too largely 
at the first until you know through experi- 
ence what you can depend on as a financial 
income. 

Avoid too long programs. Don’t let ihe 
meeting drag. Keep the numbers clicking 
with no dead spaces in between. Don't 
make long drawn-out announcements. Don't 
make YFC a Saturday night church service. 
Avoid holding meetings in churches if pos- 
sible. Neutral auditoriums have proved 
most successful. 

Avoid continued announcements of meet- 
ings which will seem to indicate that 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST is run by or favors 


any individual church or church group. 








7. Avoid a one-man organization and _ pro- 
gram. Give others something to do. Use 
as many people as possible. 

Avoid taking any action or making any 
plans without first seeking the will of the 
Lord.

\ of Youth for Christ, 
together with an insight 


into the plans for the future

Fwe years ago Torrey Johnson and I stood 
in a little bare office on North Wells Street, 
bowed -our heads in renewed dedication to the 
will of God and launched out by faith into the 
unknown.

It had to come. It was a question of either 
doing the job or fighting against God. For 
many years there had been little evangelistic 
spark across the American continent, Sacurday 
night was called the “Devil's night.” Few evan- 
gelists tried to have meetings on Saturday 
nights. Youth work was at a standstill. The 
Student Volunteer Movement had come and 
gone. Christian Endeavor was waning. Youth 
leaders around the nation were discouraged. 
Millions of American youth on the road to hell 
and so little being done to stop the mad rush. 

In a few isolated spots Youth for Christ had 
taken root: Detroit, Philadelphia, New York, 
Indianapolis. Young men such as Jack Wyrtzen, 
Walt Smyth, Ed Darling and Roger Malsbary 
were having tremendous success with a new 
method of reaching young people on an im- 
possible night. Then came the precedent- 
shattering news from New York that Madison 
Square Garden had been filled to capacity and 
that hundreds had turned to a saving knowl- 
edge of our Lord Jesus Christ. If God could do 
it in New York, why not Chicago? St. Louis? 
Los Angeles? Toronto? Miami? Youth lead- 
ers began to have new hope, new courage, new 
enthusiasm. 

A brilliant young seminary professor by the 
name of Torrey Johnson flew to New York 
and St. Louis to study the methods being em- 
ployed there. Coming back to Chicago, he an- 
nounced that he had taken Orchestra Hall by 
faith for twenty-one consecutive Saturday 
nights. The evangelical leaders of Chicago 
said it could not be done. Torrey Johnson said 
God could do it! It was done. Then came 


May 30, 1945, when 70,000 people thrilled for 
four hours as the Lord Jesus Christ was hon- 
ored at Chicago's Soldier Field. TIME, NEWS- 
WEEK, LIFE, UNITED PRESS, ASSOCIATED 
PRESS, INTERNATIONAL NEWS SERVICE 
made it the religious headline of the month. 
The nation began talking. Headlines and front 
page stories were carried in the Hearst Press 
from coast to coast. Evangelical leaders were 
cautious in giving their opinions as to what 
they thought of this new evangelistic media 
flashing across the sky. Terms such as “flashy,” 
“won't last,’ ‘sensational,’ “entertainment,” 
“fleshly” were used to describe Youth for Christ; 
but hundreds of more serious thinking evan- 
gelical leaders such as Dr. W. B. Riley, Dr. H. A. 
Ironside, Dr. Louis Talbot and others saw that 
underneath was the answer to the prayers of 
thousands that God would ‘raise up in this day 
something that would appeal to the millions of 
youth without Christ. Youth for Christ was the 
answer. 

Yes, YOUTH FOR CHRIST INTERNA- 
TIONAL had to come. Inquiries had come to 
directors in these large cities by the hundreds 
—how could Youth for Christ be launched in 
the smaller cities and communities throughout 
America? How do you start? What is the 
first move? How do you enlist the support of 
key people? What kind of a program goes 
across? Faithfully and sacrificially these direc- 
tors tried to answer these questions, but it soon 
became evident that they could not hope to 
cover the field. Thus, in January, 1945, 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST INTERNATIONAL 
began in a small barren office on Wells Street 


in Chicago. We never dreamed what God had 
in store. We never dreamed that this move- 
ment within five years was to reach into fifty- 
nine countries of the world and go into every 
state and nearly every community in America. 
We never dreamed that literally hundreds of 
thousands would be swept into the Kingdom of 
God, and that the mission fields of the world 
would feel the repercussions of this moving of 
the Spirit of God in America. 

One day Bob Cook prayed, “Lord keep Youth 
for Christ on a miracle basis.” That became the 
cry of every leader, and during these years God 
has kept it just that. “Geared to the times but 
anchored to the Rock” became our slogan. We 
used every modern means to catch the ear of 
unconverted young people and then punched 
them straight between the eyes with the Gos- 
pel. By plane, train, bus and motor car we 
traveled day and night, speaking an average of 
three and four times a day to civic clubs, minis- 
terial associations, youth meetings, mass rallies, 
et cetera. It was my privilege to address 20,000 
at Olympia Stadium in Detroit and see over 
1,000 accept Christ; 18,000 in Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens in Toronto; 20,000 in the Hollywood 
Bowl; 20,000 in Chicago Stadium; 10,000 in 
Kansas City, et cetera, and so the story went. 
Week after week, month after month Youth 
for Christ grew by leaps and bounds. 

Everybody wondered how long we would 
last and where we were headed. The leaders 
had no time to answer such questions or to even 
think seriously about them—we had so much 
to do and so many people to reach “now” that 
we had no time to worry about the future. 





In the summer of 1946 something happened 
that radically changed the entire course of 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST INTERNATIONAL. 
We lifted our eyes on the fields that were white 
unto harvest around the world, and our burn- 
ing, driving slogan became “To evangelize the 
world in this generation.” By the grace of God 
and under His leadership we leaped the oceans, 
sped to the islands, spared no money or men 
to carry the Gospel as far as we could into as 
many lands as possible. Youth for Christ be- 
gan to spread in Great Britain, Germany, 
China, Japan, South Africa and into many 
countries of the world. 

The story of Youth for Christ will go down 
in history, should Christ tarry, as one of the 
miracles of the Twentieth Century—not only as 
a miracle in its origin but a miracle in its de- 
velopment. No one sponsored or promoted 
the movement. There were those who gave 
guidance and who by wisdom and prayer helped 
the movement along, but everywhere ministers, 
youth leaders and consecrated laymen gave of 
their time, their talent and their energy to 
spread the work. Youth for Christ has been 
a miracle of God in its provision. Over 
$800,000.00 came in last year for the mission- 
ary enterprise of YOUTH FOR CHRIST IN- 
TERNATIONAL alone. This does not take 
into account the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to run local rallies. All the money has been 
given in answer to prayer almost exclusively 
by the small donations of young people and 
their friends who have the burden for the work. 
It is wonderful to note how abundantly God 
has provided for every need of every kind. It 


has been a miracle in its results. There are 
literally thousands of young people across 
America who are planning to go to the ends 
of the earth with the Gospel as a result of 
Youth for Christ. 

As we look ahead for the coming months in 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST INTERNATIONAL, 
we realize that other miracles must be accom- 
plished if we are to reach our proposed objec- 
tives. We are praying daily that there may be 
a deep and abiding revival in the church. Our 
energies are being expended that the world 
may be completely evangelized in our time. 
This year under the dynamic and spiritual lead- 
ership of our President, Dr. Bob Cook, we are 
planning: 

First, to send 100 student teams to evangelize 
in Europe. At the recent European Conference 
at Cannes, France, they voted unanimously and 
enthusiastically to support this program of 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST INTERNATIONAL. 

Secondly, to invade Japan with all the power 
and punch that God will give us to reach those 
great islands for Christ. 

Thirdly, to take to our hearts the rural com- 
munities of America and do everything we can 
to see that there is a witness in each one. 

Fourthly, to co-operate and work more closely 
with pioneer missionary societies in helping to 
reach the remotest parts of the world with the 
Gospel. We hope to have the names of 50,000 
young people who are ready to go after proper 
preparation on a mighty world-wide crusade 
for Christ. There are many other goals, dreams 
and ambitions on the part of Youth for Christ 
leadership. There are many that say that it 


_ can’t be done, but we heard the same thing five 
years ago from the same kind of people. As 
we look back over five years, God has done ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we ever 
dreamed or asked. Our dreams have been ful- 
filled a thousand-fold. We believe that Youth 
for Christ is God’s answer for this hour.

ADVERTISING 

For years I thought Pike’s Peak was the high- 
est mountain in the West. It wasn’t until after 
my first trip to the west coast that I learned 
there are several peaks higher than Pike’s Peak. 
The reason for my misunderstanding is plain. 
The Chambers of Commerce from Denver and 
Colorado Springs met and decided to capitalize 
on the huge mound between the cities. They 
advertised far and near, and people came from 
around the globe to see Pike’s Peak. Most of 
them thought it the country’s highest. You may 
not be on the highest mountain, but you may ad- 
vertise the peak you’re on.” An investment in 
advertising for your Youth for Christ rally will 
pay dividends. Keep your rally constantly be- 
fore the people. — 

The best policy is to advertise the rally, not 
the speaker. If advertising is centered around 
the speaker there will be a Jarge attendance when 
there is a well-known speaker and a poor attend- 
ance otherwise. Advertise the rally in general, 
and get the reputation of always having interest- 
ing programs and inspiring speakers. 


NEWSPAPER 


Local newspaper advertising is hard to surpass. 
People unconsciously place confidence in a news- 
paper which they regularly read. The large 
advertisement is not always the best one. What 
you want is something that will catch the eye. 
Study the advertising in the local papers and see 
what advertisements first catch attention and 
determine why they are outstanding. Excess 
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copy will vite the advertisement appear jum- — 

bled, and the average person will not take time | a 
to read it. Emphasize as briefly as possible the 
things which you want the public to get. Mats _

Pastors as a rule are willing to make an an- 
nouncement from their pulpits each week and_ 4 
also give space in their church bulletins. | Youth | 3 
for Christ is working for the church, not. in com-— “ 
petition with it.

Some pastors — i 
may even give space in their outdoor bulletin — | 
boards. All of them should allow you to place 
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placards in the church vestibule and in Sunday 
School rooms. It is of great help in organizing 


-your work if you can get a layman from each 


church to be responsible for keeping Youth for 
Christ before his congregation. 


Youth clubs and businessmen’s organizations 


are excellent places to advertise, if the proper 


approach is employed. Your service clubs prob- 


ably will allow you to place conservatively writ- 


ten invitations under each plate at their noon 
luncheons. These should be printed in formal 
style in black ink on white paper. In some 
cases, hotels will cooperate by giving ad invi- 


tations to their guests. 


HANDOUTS 


theve is little need for emphasis in regard to 
handouts. Every director has long since become 


familiar with handing out tickets, cards, plac- 
ards, bookmarks, blotters and printed matter of 
all description. It might be well to get your 
“name on the mailing list of other rallies to get 
an exchange of ideas, thus constantly keeping 
ahead with printed advertising. 


There is only one word of caution. Cheap 


printing is expensive economy. Have your work | 
done by a good printer or lithographer. As many 
colors as are needed to add attractiveness and 
constant change in the type of handout, increases 


the effectiveness of this kind of advertising. Peo- 


__ ple may grow weary of seeing the same type of 
bulletin or card handed them for a year. They 
_ may even ignore them after a time. 





SIGNS AND PLACARDS — 


Billboards are expensive and cannot be used | 


by many rallies. However, they are not to be 
overlooked. [Hf it is possible to include them 
in your budget, use billboards occasionally. 
Placards are very good, but not at election time. 
Large attractive placards that can be placed in 
store windows, nailed on fences and poles, and 
used in churches are the best. In distributing 
these placards never omit the high schools. If 
for some reason the school will not permit you 


to post them, look up the school hangouts and .| 


post them there. . | 
RADIO q 


In using the radio, you have the choice of 


either a spot announcement or a program. Spot | 


announcements are very effective and are most 
desirable if good talent and time for preerats 
preparation are not available. 


A quarter hour or half hour radio program a 


each week for your rally will be of untold value 
if the broadcast is first class. The very best 
consecrated talent, variety, peppy program and 
the message at a minimum make for good radio 
advertising. Thorough preparation is a necessity 
for a good broadcast. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Mailing lists are advantageous if they are kept 
up to date. This task requires an efficient secre- 
tary whose heart is in her job. A letter sent 
to the mailing list every week may become mo- 
notonous. Vary it by the use of government pos-

tal cards, picture post cards, and giant postal 
cards. These giant cards always gain attention 


-and can be made up by any printer and sent 


with a three-cent stamp. Be sure to contact 
your postmaster on rates for the amount and type 
of material being mailed. 

It will be worth your while to check on sound 
trucks, bumper cards, lapel buttons, phone calls, 
and airplane distribution. The same methods will 
not work in every place. Remember to change 
your advertising from time to time; never allow 
yourself to get into a rut in type or copy. 

The last and best way of advertising is by 
word of mouth. Work hard and pray hard for 


your rallies. Put your best into them and make 


them worthwhile. If so, you will find that the 


_ people will begin to spread the good word around 
almost immediately. You need not urge them to 


talk about the rallies. If the rallies are worth- 
while, the audience will publicize them volun- 
tarily. Have something of value for your “cus- 
tomers’; give it to them in an attractive pack- 
age and they will bring i in other customers when 
they return. 

_ The problem of financing publicity is not to 


be ignored. Remember that advertising is an 
investment. [f your advertising brings you new 


people, they will far more than pay the cost 


- through their free will contributions.

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FOLLOW-UP WORK 

The aim of a follow-up program in con- 
nection with Youth for Christ is to keep youth 
on a high spiritual plane. Because conversion 
is but the beginning of a new life in Christ, 
there needs to be cultivation and nourishment 
to promote growth in the grace and knowledge 
of Christ. The desire is to be of encourage- 
ment in the convert’s life as a born-again 
Christian and to aid in getting the convert 
established in a local church. 

To the many converts who come from un- 
godly homes where Christ is not honored, this 
follow-up work is greatly needed. A personal 
letter from the Youth for Christ director and 
a friendly visit by a youth worker are of 
much value and help to the new-born child 
of God. Words of instruction regarding right 
habits of Bible study, prayer, witnessing, ana 
church membership given at this point in the 
experience of a young Christian can mean the 
difference between a strong soldier of the 
Cross and a weak church member. 

The main purpose of Youth for Christ is to 
make a clear-cut presentation of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ culminating in the salvation 
of precious souls and then to turn them over 
to the church of their choice for indoctrina- 
tion in the Word of God. ) 

A good example of Paul’s great concern 
for his converts is seen in I Thessalonians, 
chapter three. Verses two, three, and _ five 
read, “We sent Timotheus, our brother, and 
minister of God, and our fellow laborer in the 


gospel of Christ, to establish you, and to com- 
fort you concerning your faith; that no man 
should be moved by these afflictions; for your- 
selves know that we are appointed thereunto 

. I sent to know your faith, lest by some 
means the tempter have tempted you, and 
our labor be in vain.” Paul's letters to the 
churches were in the nature of follow-up 
work. 

The ultimate aim and purpose of any rally 
should be souls. It is important that this 
part of the program be thoroughly planned. 
It would be tragic for a great fishing company 
which spent thousands of dollars on a great 
ocean-going fleet of the best ships to have 
the best available seamen and mariners but 
to have at the home base a little inadequate 
cannery or limited facilities for disposing of 
their catch. 

Truly we must prepare. 

AT THE RALLY 
1. Make sure your speaker, director, or 
chairman is capable of pulling the net, 
after properly baited, with a clear gospel 
message. Often an elaborate well-groomed 
speaker neglects to present the simplicity 

of the gospel. 


2. Arrange for proper music for the invita- 
tion. This music should -be slower and 
softer than other group singing. It is 
preferable to have most invitation hymns 
sung by a competent soloist, ensemble, or 
choir. Above all, eliminate all confusion. 
Make the appeal direct, simple, and from 





6. 


a loving heart. The invitation must be 
saturated with the presence of the Holy 
Spirit. Unless God’s Spirit leads the invi- 
tation should not be extended at great 


length. 


Instruct the usherettes and personal work- 
ers beforehand that they may do effec- 
tive service in being a companion to those 
who desire to go forward in response to 
the Gospel call. Women should go for- 
ward only with women and likewise men 
only with men. 


Have ‘an adequate place available to deal 
with seekers individually. 


Have available in sufficient number per- 
sonal counselors capable of dealing in- 
dividually with the seekers. It is prefer- 
able for men to deal with men and women 
with women. 


Allow the seeker (as far as possible) to 
fill out the necessary card himself. Have 
the seeker present the card personally 
to a competent secretary or head personal 
worker as he leaves the inquiry room. 
This gives the one in charge a re-check 
on why the seeker came, if the convert is 
properly satisfied, and also if the card is 
properly filled out. Give each one a New 
Testament or a gospel of John, and en- 
courage him to regularly attend the 
church of his choice. If he has novehurch, 
a good spiritual church where the Word 


of God is upheld should be recommended. 


7. Excess personal workers should spend 
their time in prayer. All personal workers 
should meet prior to the rally for prayer. 


THE PERSONAL WORKER 
As has been mentioned, the personal 
worker should be required to attend the early 
prayer meeting where a brief word of in- 
struction is given. The individual must be a 
born-again Christian with a passion for souls 
and a desire to be of service in this way. They - 
should be members of representative conser- ~ 
vative churches and must have a knowledge 
of the Word of God and the ability to lead 
the inquirer to Christ. A record of the 
workers, the name of their church, as well as 
their attendance should be kept on file. 
An example of the form which prospective 
personal workers are requested to complete 
before they are given a badge is printed here.

AFTER THE RALLY 
THE NEXT MORNING 
On Monday morning, or the morning 
- following the rally, a personal letter is 
written to each convert and a tract is 
enclosed. The pastor of. the church of 
his choice is written, telling of the con- 
vert’s decision and requesting his help 
in getting the convert firmly established 
in church. A number of directors are en- 
couraging their personal workers to also 
write the convert. 
RECORDS 
1. A blue card is kept on file in the 
office giving all instructions con- 
cerning the convert, the name of his 
church, and the results of the follow- 
up work. 


2. A similar white card is given the 
adult or young person who will fol- 
low up on the convert in his own 
home. 

Many times through these follow-ups 
the parents and members of the fam- 
ily are won to the Lord. 

3. A card of each church is kept listing 
the name of each convert; so that at 
any time the number of conyerts 
YFC has won to the church can be 
determined. 

BIBLE STUDY AND MEMORIZATION 
Before each rally a Bible Study and 
Memorization club meets at which time 
they drill on Scripture they have learned 
throughout the week and the weeks 
previous. New verses are given for study. 

General letters are sent out by the office 
to the converts and pastors the morning after 
the rally. Any special letters that may be 
needed are written during the next. week. 

The third week after the conversion the con- 

vert receives a letter signed by the director 

that has been written especially for his age 
group. About the sixth week a letter of in- 
quiry is sent to the pastor in regard to the 
spiritual condition of the convert asking for 

a reply as to whether or not he is attend- 

ing his church services. Upon reply from the 

pastor, special letters are sent-to the convert 
as needed. | 

Though statistics in themselves are very 
dry and often do not tell the whole truth and 
though Youth for Christ is not interested 








merely in obtaining numerical records of con- 
versions, a follow-up plan will gradually build 
up a record of the visible achievements of 
the rallies and will be an encouragement to 
the leaders. 

A plan of personal contact may be put into 
action, which will mean personal visits with 
converts and definite help along the way. Ap- 
propriate literature will be given and any 
questfons, especially those of a spiritual na- 
ture, will be answered. These contact workers 
must be personally chosen, and they must be 
capable of following through such a mission. 

Youth Council members may play a defin- 
ite part in the follow-up of converts. As they 
meet each month, the youth members repre- 
senting the church to which the seeker gave 
preference should be given the name of the 
converts. Ask them to check and report back 
to the office. 

On a large map of the city the residences 
of personal workers are indicated by colored 
pins. Converts assigned to the workers are 
noted by pins of another color. 

Special problems, as cases where children 
have no cooperation at home and thus can- 
not attend Sunday School and high school 
boys and girls who have difficulty getting into 
a church, will be discussed by a group meet- 
ing of the personal workers. The names of 
such converts may be given to Child Evan- 
gelism classes, Young Life, or Hi-Crusader 
groups. 

An adequate follow-up plan demands much 
time but usually can be taken care of by two 


or three interested persons on a volunteer 
basis who are assigned to this specific phase of 
the work. 

When a convert is reported active in 
church, he is no longer considered the respon- 
sibility of Youth for Christ and his name is 
dropped from the follow-up list. 

In all work of this kind the mere following 
out of a plan is of no consequence. Anything 
done must be by the guidance and energy of 
the Holy Spirit. “Not by might nor by power, 
but by My Spirit, saith the Lord.” Nothing 
will substitute for prayer and an abiding in 


the Word of God. 


SCRIPTURE MEMORIZATION 

Through Dawson Trotman and The Naviga- 
tors headquarters at Post Office Box 70, Los 
Angeles 53, California, a definite arrangement 
has been made that Youth for Christ converts 
and active young people in Youth for Christ 
may be trained in the memorizing of the. 
Scriptures. It is suggested that each convert 


first be given an initial packet which can be 


secured through the Navigators’ office for five 
cents. When they memorize these four verses 
of Scripture, after instructions have been 
given by the local director or one in charge 
of personal work, they themselves shall take 
the fifth card and send it to the Navigators’ 
headquarters indicating their desire to follow 
through the course. 

This procedure would entail one of two 
plans. The first is that the converts pay at this 
time the entire $2.00 to the Navigators for the 





complete course. The second is that the con- 
vert may pay $1.00 and the youth rally may 
pay the other dollar for the complete course. 
It is of utmost importance that the rally under 
its personal work department continue to en- 
courage and help follow-through on such 
Scripture memorization. The individual also 
will receive encouragement from the Naviga- 
tors’ office. 

The course contains three sets following 
the initial step, developed through the ex- 
periences of Dawson Trotman-and the Navi- 
gators for over nineteen years. The material is 
received in four steps, each being sent only 
after the preceding one has been satisfactorily 
completed. In addition to the verses to be 
memorized, each step contains explanatory in- 
formation which not only describes the pro- 
cedure for the individual step, but also sets 
forth major memory principles of sufficient 
importance to warrant special study. When 
the entire course has been completed a certi- 
ficate of completion is issued and a book is 
available, entitled, “On Your Own Memory.” 
This contains practical principles for Scrip- 
ture memory as a lifetime project. This sum- 
marizes much of the information contained in 
the course, and also includes suggestions as 
to how you may most effectively continue 
systematic memory. Special reference is 
placed on word perfection, prayer, meditation 
upon the verses, thoroughness rather than 


speed, and particularly. REVIEW. 
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“The fields are white unto harvest, but the 
labourers are few. This is the hour of op- 
portunity. Let’s go into the harvest fields 
and reap the harvest ere it is too late.” 
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A\np there went with him a band of men, 
whose hearts God had touched.” (I Sam. 10:26) 

Every great religious movement starts with a 
man on fire. Strange how seldom we realize 
this truth, and really count on it! I believe 
God is moving our Youth for Christ leaders 
straight into a serious consideration of the idea 
of REVIVAL as the very heart of YFC. “Ye 
(not methods) shall receive power after that 
the Holy Ghost (not better connections) has 
come upon you (not better committees): and 
ye (not elaborate organizations) shall be wit- 
nesses (not glittering meetings) unto me (a

preeminent Saviour, not a prominent speaker ) 

unto the uttermost part of the world (a 
need made up of people who can only be 
reached by other people).” 


With this in mind, we have deliberately hung 
the entire year’s program upon a heart-cry for 
revival. Much prayer in all our sessions . . . 
time set aside for waiting upon God . . . the 
emergence of a re-emphasis upon holy living. 
_.. The desperate knowledge that the moment 
God lifts his hand off us, Youth for Christ is 
through. This year there will be more World 
Vision Rallies, more conferences, more new 
rallies started, than ever before. With it all, we 
are praying, “Lord revive thy work in the midst 
of the years!” We are counting heavily upon 
the prayerful help of Dr. Billy Graham, T. W. 
Wilson, Torrey Johnson, and others whose 
work has meant so much during the past years. 


We have faced soberly the fact that when 
you major upon mere survival as a local group, 
you have already died! There must be a chal- 
lenge greater than the compass of your own life 
and work. That challenge is found in the 
Great Commission and an honest facing of the 
Church’s unfilled task — world evangelization. 
We have just one thing to do—not new build- 
ings, primarily; not new organizations. Let 
those matters follow as by-products. Our pri- 
mary task is the getting of the Gospel out to 
people who have not yet heard that Christ can 
save to the uttermost. To this end, every YFC 


rally must be geared to missions: Missionary — 
appeal for dedication of young life; missionary 
prayer for the backing of lives thus dedicated; 
and missionary giving, in order that faithful 
pastors and churches, plus established mission- 
ary societies, may be aided in sending out more 
and yet more missionaries. 


All this, in addition to the “team technique” 
which is peculiar to YFC—the two and three- 
man teams that move in like Gospel comman- 
does, and shake a community or nation for God, 
setting up functioning YFC rallies, and chan- 
neling the good of such rallies back into estab- 
lished churches and missionary endeavors 
already on the field. 


We will stand with shame before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ if we do not connect the 
blessing of revival with the responsibility of 
world evangelization. God help us to do it. 


We need a combination of two things in 
YFC rallies: Sound business, plus serious daring. 


A YEC director should answer his mail, keep 
his appointments, pay his bills, and be a good 
businessman generally. There is no premium 
in God's atrangements on sloppy business. We 
will, by the grace of God, put YFC on an in- 
creasingly fair and honest business basis as the 
days go by. 


The danger of dry rot through old routine is 
ever present, too. Here is the reason for that 
phrase: Serious daring. One must dare to be 


different—in program, in approach, in decora- 
tions, in advertising, in announcements, in 
everything that cam successfully be varied. One 
must never be silly or shallow, however. Some 
of our fellows have fallen into this. mistake in 
days past. Remember that the devil’s crowd in 
show business mever present anything until it is 
polished and is sure of going over. Can we, 
who name the blessed name of Jesus, and pro- 
fess to have his Holy Spirit dwelling within, 
dare to present anything to our rally audiences 
without being deeply serious about it, and hav- 
ing had it well prepared? Think it over. The 
quick flip and the silly jest have no place on a 
seriously prepared YFC program. It must be 
happy, informal, and appealing to young people 
—yes. But remember that your audience is 
composed of people who have hungry hearts, 
and who want to know, as they say, “the score.” 
Don’t dissapoint them. 


Service—that must be your guarantee of a 
continuing welcome. You owe to the unsaved 
the service of a clear gospel meeting. You owe 
to the church crowd the service of a happy 
time of fellowship and opportunity for soul- 
winning. You owe to pastors and churches the 
service of channeling your converts back into 
church, plus the availability of your speakers 
and talent whenever the pastors want them. 
The pastor has a perfect right to ask of YFC— 
“If I co-operate with you, how will it help my 
church, and me?” Give him his answering 


terms of friendly service at every possible 
opportunity: ~~ sa 


Boris Bessmertny said after the Congress at 
Cannes was over, “The biggest lesson I learned 
was that people and things can be changed 
through prayer.” 


Tell the truth: Most of us don’t really believe 
the promises about prayer in God’s Word. The 
world can be shaken, and in our own time, in 
answer to prevailing, believing prayer. 


Most of us in YFC have no great talents. We 
have, moreover, many faults and limitations. 
But we have one great passion—to see our gen- 
eration reached for Christ. And we have one 
great asset—the power of prevailing prayer. 


This year: We will seek God, and wait be- 
fore Him, until the power of the Holy Spirit 
comes upon young hearts and lives, to kindle 
a flame that by His grace will ignite world 
revival and help to finish the job of missions: 
Evangelization of our own generation. 
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Dr. Smith talks over with Phil and Louis Pa- 
lermo the Youth for Christ rally held in Rome, 
Italy, on September 11, 1948. The city was filled 
with the posters in the background. 


Very often I have been asked the question, 
“Why are you so interested in Youth for 
Christ?” It has been a privilege to tell people 
my feelings about this movement. As I look at 
it now, I see five outstanding reasons why I am 


wholeheartedly behind Youth for Christ. 


1. Youth for Christ is founded on a 
vision—world evangelization. 


No one in Youth for Christ believes in the 
Christianization of the world. But everyone be- 
lieves in the evangelization of the world. There 
is, of course, a vast difference between the two. 
Modernists, for the most part, believe in Chris- 
tianization; evangelicals believe in evangelization. 
We do not expect the entire world to be con- 
verted in this dispensation, but we do believe 
the whole world is entitled to hear the Gospel. 
This is the vision of Youth for Christ—world 
evangelization. 


There was a time when practically all evan- 
gelical churches believed in evangelization. Billy 
Sunday, for instance, could secure the coopera- 
tion of almost every church in a city or town 
in which he held a campaign. Canada had her 
evangelists. 

But today the situation is entirely different. 
The great world evangelists are gone—Wesley, 
Whitfield, Finney, Moody, Sunday, Gipsy 
Smith. Our Bible Schools and seminaries for 
the most part are producing pastors and teach- 
ers but not evangelists. Few if any have a course 
on “The History of Evangelism and Revivals.” 


Today it is education, social service and per- 
sonal work. But none of these can ever become 
substitutes for mass evangelism. The greatest 
personal work ever done in Scotland was car- 
ried on in the universities of that country dur- 
ing Moody’s campaigns. 

Youth for Christ, I feel, has been raised up 
to take the torch’ that others have laid down, 


to evangelize both at home and abroad. Hence 
we see the great evangelistic rallies held from 
time to time, rallies where the best music, the 
best testimonies and the best message are fea- 
tured. 


While Youth for Christ evangelizes at home, 
its greatest field of service is in foreign lands. 
Had it not turned to other countries, it would 
never have survived. It is now world wide. Its 
slogan is, “The Evangelization of the World 
in This Generation.” 

Youth for Christ knows that this generation 
of Christians is the only generation that can 
reach this generation of pagans. With the many 
modern inventions for the speeding up of the 
getting out of the Gospel, such as radio, air- 
planes, transcriptions, public address systems, 
literature, Youth for Christ believes the task 
can be accomplished. 


I know of no movement better able to evan- 
gelize the world than Youth for Christ. Large 
public rallies are needed in foreign lands as well 
as at home in order to arrest the attention of 
the people. This is a method most missionary 
societies have neglected. Paul discovered that 
an “uproar” did more for the propagation of 
the Gospel than anything else. Youth for Christ 
stands pre-eminently for world evangelization 
and it seems the best equipped organization to 
accomplish it. Youth for Christ may be the last 
such movement raised up before Christ returns. 
I am for it because of its vision. 


Youth for Christ is not founded on a man. 
It is not founded on a doctrine, nor upon an ex- 
perience; neither is it founded on an organiza- 





tion. Youth for Christ is founded on a VISION. 


As a rule, an organization starts with a Man, 
becomes a Movement, develops into a Machine, 
and ends as a Monument. God grant that Youth 
for Christ may never become a monument. 

Youth for Christ faces the challenge of in- 
vading five worlds—the Roman Catholic, the 
Communist, the pagan, the Protestant and the 
world of false religions. All these worlds need 
to be evangelized. 

The three opponents which Youth for Christ 
must face are false religions, nationalism and 
communism. These three are the great enemies 
of Christianity. 


2. Youth for Christ stands for spiritual 
rather than organic unity. 


There are many who prefer to march in dif- 
ferent regiments; they would not want an army 
made up of only one regiment. In organic unity, 
the church becomes a machine. Like the Roman 
Catholic church, it dictates policy to all. Free- 
dom is gone. Independent Gospel broadcasting 
becomes impossible, as is true today in England 
and many other countries. 

In Youth for Christ there is spiritual unity. 
Denominationalism is forgotten. Sectarian bar- 
riers are broken down. All work together. This 
is the ideal union, ““All one in Christ.” 


3. Youth for Christ has spiritual leader- 
ship. 

I am intimately acquainted with the leaders 
of Youth for Christ. I know them to be spir- 


itual. In spite of the many objectionable meth- 
ods used in early days, these men were out for 
souls. Today they have lost none of their spirit- 
ual fervor. In their rallies, testimonies are fea- 
tured, brief Gospel messages are delivered and 
the invitation is given. It is this emphasis on the 
spiritual that characterizes Youth for Christ. 
Much time is spent in prayer. Every leader is 
a man of prayer. Youth for Christ recognizes 
as leaders only those who have been born 
again. They are devoted to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. They love Him supremely. 


4. Youth for Christ appeals to young 
people. 


Too long the church has catered to its older 
constituency. Youth for Christ gives young peo- 
ple an opportunity to express themselves. If the 
world is to be evangelized, it must be evan- 
gelized by youth. It is the young people who 
can go. They are the ones who are enthusiastic. 
All the disciples were young men. It is young 
people who see visions. Youth for Christ has 
demonstrated that God can use Christian young 
people when their talents and gifts are dedi- 
cated to Him. 


5. Youth for Christ has a clearcut mes- 
sage. 


There is no trace of modernism or higher 
criticism in the message of Youth for Christ. It 
is sound and evangelical. Go into Youth for 
Christ rallies and you will hear a clearcut mes- 
sage on salvation or consecration. Youth for 


Christ believes in the necessity of regeneration. 
It emphasizes the new birth. Men are urged to 
accept Christ. The Christian is told that God 
expects him to give up all known sin and live 
a Spirit-filled life. There is no compromise at 
any point. Worldliness is condemned; Christ 


alone is exalted. 
x x # 


These are the reasons for my cooperation 
with Youth for Christ. There are many other 
splendid movements, but they have a different 
purpose in view. I believe the supreme task of 
the church is the evangelization of the world. 
To me, everything else is of secondary impor- 
tance. And I know of no movement better 
equipped to carry out our Lord’s last command. 


Personally, I would like to see Youth for 
Christ concentrate right now on France and 
Italy, two countries that have never been evan- 
gelized and in which millions have not once 
heard the Gospel. If Youth for Christ had sufh- 
cient funds and a sufficient number of teams, I 
believe that with a well-planned campaign both 
of these countries could be evangelized in our 
generation. 


Scores of missionary societies are working in 
Asiatic fields. Europe, and especially France and 
Italy, have been neglected. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for Youth for Christ both in America 
and Great Britain. I believe a sufhcient num- 
ber of workers could be won to Christ in these 
countries to do the job, for it is the nationals 
who will have to evangelize their own countries. 

It is easy to criticize. It is better to pray. 
God is in this movement. Of that I am certain. 
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It behooves us as ministers, Christian workers 
and lay people to do whatever lies in our power 
to strengthen the hands of those at the helm of 
Youth for Christ.
